"They were the best", That's what 
Captain Phil Kiely of Mission Station said 
of police officers Joe Brodnik and Paul 
McGoran after Brodnik was killed on May 
1, 1969. Meanwhile, the names of five 
“latin hippie type" suspects were being 
blasted over the air. 

The pig media proceeded to describe 
the over 400 burglary arrests Brodnik and 
MeGoran had made; their two dozen 
medals for bravery; their sober ingenuity 
and “amazing success” in undercover 
work. “Tonight,” one network intoned 
mournfully;after recounting the police 
version of the incident, “Joe Brodnik 
likes dead; paul McGoran, hospitalized.” 

A rather different picture of MeGoran 

is emerging these days at the trail of Los 
Siete de la Raza, now in its fourth week. 
From his first days on the witness stand, 
the big, hulking McGoran looked drowsy; 
it was revealed, during Charles Garry’s 
cross examination, that Мебогап has long 
syffered from an ailment known as 
“tachycardia”, which the pig himself 
describes as follows: “Under tension, 
exertion, any kind of physical exertion, 
my heartbeat goes up to 180 counts per 
minute.” To relieve this unpleasant 
condition, McGoran takes a variety of 
pills every day, among them four or five 
5-milligram tabs of valium, a heavy 
tranquilizer. Thus, the drowsy look, the 
deadened eyes, the slow, un-quick 
temper, the strange ability to stay calm 
and “reasonable” under the most 
intensive drilling. 

Although Judge Mana restricted cross 
examination to deal only with the events 
of May 1st, and not with McGoran's 
character traits, prejudices, or credibility 
as a witness, Garry managed to establish 
that the pig is familiar with a great 
number of bars around San Francisco, 
and is strangely friendly with bar-owners 

~ 4nd Bartenders: that he's something of a 
Brodnik, is bigger than the standard 
police weapon); and that he 'urally 
into the tough guy role for which he was 
famous in the Mission. As Garry 
questioned McGoran on this, the pig 
couldn’t help boasting:“I would play the 
bad guy and Joe would play the good guy 
to the extent that if we apprehended a 
suspect I would want to arrest him and 
Joe would say ‘Give him a break’, and we 
would talk this over in front of him and 
we would let him go if he would give usa 
little information which would lead to 
bigger and greater arrests." ^ 

Garry, who represents Jose Rios and 
Mario and Tony Martinez, cross-examined 
McGoran for four days. He mixed 
personal insults, accusations of racism, 
lying and brutality, with detailed drilling 
on the events of May 1st. Garry had to do 
most of his work by way of off-the-cuff 
comments and unanswered questions, 
because the judge protected McGoran 
from having to answer anything about 
May 1st. The defense lawyers complained 
that this was a gross denial of the rights 
of cross examination, and Mike Kennedy, 
lawyer for Bebe Melendez, predicted that 
Mana would not only be overturned on 
appeal for this restriction, but would be 
reprimanded. 

“Am I supposed to quiver when you 
say that?” Mana asked, in one of his few 
displays of animation all week. 

At one point, the ever-theatrical Garry 
asked to withdraw from the case if he 
couldn’t cross-examine thoroughly. Mana, 
of course, said no. Requests for mistrial 
came from the defense table at the rate of 
three or four a day. 

Despite the restrictions, Garry kept 
the offensive. He started out Monday 
morning by asking McGoran, “You've 
been bragging about how well you're 
doing on the witness stand, haven’t 
you?” 

D.A. Norman: “Objection.” 

Mana; “Objection sustained.” 

Garry:“You were so drunk Saturday 


night you couldn’t even take your father 
home.” 

Norman: “Objection. Irrelevant.” 

Mana:“Objection sustained.” 

Garry:“Your honor, it's relevant. It 
goes to his being an alcoholic and a 
bum.” 

Mana, impassive:“The objection will 
be sustained.” Mana has the habit of 
sustaining objections usually before the 
defense has a chance to argue them, 
sometimes before Norman even makes 
them. 

‘The litany soon gets monotonous. 
Garry went on: “Didn’t you look 


down on Brodnik as not being a good 
cop? Did you ever tell anybody that 
Brodnik should have been a preacher 
instead of a cop?” (Objection; objection 
sustained). 

“Your common terminology to blacks 
is niggers? Your common terminology to 
chicanos is greasers?. (Objection; 
objection sustained. “Who have you 
iscussed this case with over the 
weekend?” 

“I can’t recall discussing it with 
anyone except Mr. Norman.” 

“How about Florence?" 

“I may have. I don't recall." (“I don't. 
recall" is the standard response of the 
professional cop-witnes. It admits 
nothing, yet avoids perjury). 

Garry went on, “You recall telling 
Florence you were snowing the jury? 
That there was a good looking blonde on 
the jury that you were making headway 
with?" 

McGoran:“I said there were some 
good looking girls on the jury.” 

Garry: Did Brodnik ever tell you he 
was worried that you'd kill somebody 
with that gun of yours?” (McGoran, as 
usual, looked to Norman, hoping for an 
objection before he answered. Norman 

Garry:“Did you tell Gary Lescallet, 
"you'll get a fucking .41 bullet up your 
‘fucking as?” 

McGoran:“No, sir.” 

“Do you remember the time you were 


tried in South San Francisco for assault 
and battery?” Objection sustained. 

“Don’t you have a vile and atrocious 
temper?” Objection sustained. 

“Did you have a vile and atrocious 
temper on May 1, 1969? 

“No, sir.” 

“When you took a lie detector test in 
1966, didn’t you have an attack of 
tachycardia for up to thirty minutes?” 
Objection sustained. 

“You've gotten involved with burglars, 
have you not?” 

“No.” 

“You haven't bought burglarized 


material?” 

“No.” 

“And if any of your ex-wives testified 
to that, they’d be lying?” 

Objection: argumentative. Sustained. 

McGoran’s story is that Gary Lescallet 
started a fight with him; he knocked Gary 
down; some other people attacked him 
and knocked him down, his eyesight 
“dimmed, then blackened”, but he 
remain ed “aware” of what was going on. 
While being kicked and beaten on the 
ground, McGoran says, he heard Brodnik 
shout, “Look out, Paul, he’s got your 
gun,” and then heard a “loud report”. 

Garry introduced a report from San 
Francisco General Hospital which read, 
“was hit in face; was not knocked down, 
not unconscious.” Garry asked McGoran 
if he was interviewed when he got to the 
hospital Yes. And did the interviewer 
write down what McGoran said? “I don’t 
recall. I didn't see him write anything 
down." 

"You told the doctors at General 
Hospital that..you were not knocked 
dw" 

"No." The contradiction remained 
unresolved; and at least one important 
point in McGoran's story was called into 
question. 

The defense contends that McGoran 
pulled his gun and, in the fray, 
accidentally shot Brodnik. His eyesight 
never "blackened," he never fell to the 
ground. "Didn't Brodnik tell you time 


and again, “Knock off the rough stuff?”, 
Garry asked. Objection sustained. 

“Didn't Brodnik tell you on May 1, 
‘knock off the rough stuff’?”” 

“No.” 

When you knocked Gary Lescallet 
down, Joe Brodnik came up to you and 
заза: “Раш, watch your gun!” and you let 
it go and shot him while you were 
standing right smack in front of him face 
to face!” 

“No, sir”, replied the tranquillized pig. 

Mike Kennedy is an even more 
aggressive lawyer than Garry, if such a 
thing is possible.““What did you say your 
name  was?"he began his cross 
examination late Tuesday afternoon. 

“Paul Edward MeGoran,” the witness 
answered slowly. 

"You're sure of that, are you?", 
Kennedy said acidly. 

Norman asked, for the first of many 
times, that Judge Mana chastise Kennedy. 
Mana shrugged and let it pass. 

“Have you taken any more 
tranquilizers since the one al noon? 
Kennedy demanded. : 

“Yes.” McGoran had taken a heart pill 
and а valium, Norman, belatedly, 
objected. “If this guy is so doped up that 
he can’t understand my question, I’m 
entitled to know,” Kennedy argued. 
Mana allowed the question, but 
admonished’ Kennedy against the use of 

the unprofessional term, ‘guy’. Kennedy 
was undiscouraged. “Do you mind if I 
call you piggy?” he asked next. 
Objection; sustained. ; 

Wasn't piggy one of your nicknames in 
Mission 117” Objection sustained, 

Kennedy’s ambition, as he expresses it, is 
to ‘unmask’McGoran, to penetrate the 
heavy cloud of dope and excite the man 
to say something honest, ie, to give 
himself away. 

And the pig, despite his dope, is 
clearly not bearing up well. His answers 
get sloppier. he seems at times unable to 


It’s doubtful that he can be 
broken down completely, but the man is 
already such a wreck that even a few deep 
cracks may prove sufficient to convince 
the jury he can’t be believed. 

Kennedy, out of the jury’s presence, 
brought up an incident during the spring 
of 1967 when Меботап and Brodnik, 
making their usual rounds, stopped at the 
Doggie Diner on Mission and 18th. 
MeGoran approached Bebe Melendez in 
the parking lot, grabbed a small bottle of 
wine out of Bebe's pocket, and poured it 
out on the ground, with the words, "get 
out of here you greasy little 
bastard.” Then he punched Bebe in the 
mouth, and, Kennedy said, Bebe “still has 
the scar where his teeth went through his 
lower lip.” McGoran didn’t recall the 
incident, but did say he had run across 
Bebe in the past. Kennedy then 
questioned why McGoran was unable to 
make a positive identification of Bebe 
either in the hospital on May 1 when he 
was shown some mug shots, or at the 
lineup on May 6. McGoran said he wann't 
sure at that time, because Bebe was only 
at the scene for a few seconds and then 
went up into 433 Alvarado St. “for 
identification.” McGoran admitted that 
he didn’t recall Bebe ever coming 
downstairs or assaulting him. 
Following McGoran around is proving 
to be expensive business.

If you are a city dweller, like us here 
at the Tribe, you know that mental 
survival depends on trips to the country 
or the beach. It's great to just get up and 
go, but most of the time essentials for 
emergencies are forgotten. There is no 
excuse for the number of deaths and 
accidents that happen during an outing 
that was supposed to have been fun and 
happy. 

There are “ten essentials”, as 
mountaineers often call them, which 
should automatically be included with 
every trip. They are: а map, а compass 
(which works!), matches (in a waterproof 
container), a firestarter (such as a piece of 
candle) a good first-aid kit, a eanteen

than a pint) pocketknife, a 
flashlight, е nd extra clothing.

HOT TOWN! PIGS IN OUR 
SHADOWS!!! Ever since our action on 
Independence Day there has been a 
steady invasion of the south campus 
community by pigculture Amerika. There 
has been a sharp upswing of pig activity 
in the form of plainclothesmen, 
undercover agents, narcos, and feds, The 
pigs have been establishing and 
coordinating a network of 
communication with the right-wingers 
centered in the strategic areas of 
Berkeley. Immediately following TDA, 
the right-wing began conspiring to set up 
a system of block wardens that would 
counter mass and underground actions in 
the streets, Recently this reaction has 
surfaced in the form of clandestine 
right-wing block wardens, complete with 
radio transceivers and surveillance 
equipment to be used against street 
people and collectives. Among these 
block wardens are off-duty pigs and 
old-time merchants throughout Berkeley 
with pigradio set-ups in their stores, 

The repercussions in the community 
have been coming down in the form of 
massive 1.0. checks  (streetsweeps), 
increasing acid and dope busts (as 
opposed to smack busts), enforcement of 
loitering and begging laws, etc. 

The streetsweep that the pigs are now 
using as а tactic was somewhat 
successfully employed in the Haight from 
1967-69. The general pig procedure for 
checking LD. is first carding you, then 
running a warrant check. Then the pigs 
make you fill out an informational sheet 
which is put in a central subversive file 
along with your photograph, which is 
taken on the spot. The pigs also carry 
around a redlist that your name will be 
compared to. This redlist is comprised of 
the names of suspected revolutionaries 
that may or may not be you, Reasons for 
tthe sudden upsurge in I.D. checks, 
ein the pigs, are to learn the

Berkeley. Be sure to carry sufficient and 
proper (passable) I.D. around at all times 
in order to avoid unnecessary busts. 
Out-of-state I.D. is considered weak, and 
many brothers and sisters have been 
busted. A higher percentage of busts have 
been women under eighteen and other 
“runaways,” 


Let it be known that the incredible 
Orinda Nazi Poerker and money-grabber, 
Earl Cunha, still does business in this 
town. It is common knowledge that he 
masterminds the city council, that he 
advocates whirlybird surveillance, and 
that he wants Reagan to declare a 
permanent state of emergency in 
Berkeley. Yet no one knows he’s out to 
fuck the people through his cat-like 
business tactics.

After Cunha 
convinced them that they could meet his

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It is now illegal to sleep overnight in a 
van, bus, or other acoutrement on a 
Public street. Many newcomers to 
Berkeley are unaware of this and many 
people are being busted. 

Another thing to watch out for is 
carrying around  suspicious-looking 
shopping bags, í whatever, that is. There 
have been several instances of the pigs 
running up to a group of people and 
checking out their bags for molotovs and 
other tools of the revolution. Be 
careful!!! And aware! !!! 

Undercover pigs are trying to infiltrate 
organizations and collectives that they 
can find that are moving in а 
revolutionary manner. A system of 
security is necessary to insure our safety 
in carrying out revolutionary programs 
and actions, The degree of security will 
vary according to the various functions 
we are performing. 

Narcos are increasing the heat on telly 
in hopes of destroying our growing dope 
trade and culture. Smack busts are being 
minimized, with the emphasis being on 
heavy acid, hash, and grass busts. Acid 
and grass are powerful weapons in 
creating a cultural consciousness in 
Berkeley. The MAN knows this and also 
knows that smack can neutralize the 
cultural consciousness that we are trying 
to build. 

It is apparent that the local power 
structure, the state, and the feds are 
intent upon outlawing freaks from 
Berkeley. Fuck that!!! We are starting to 
get it together and are retaliating. The 
action on the Fourth proved both the 
necessity and the validity of mass street 
action and the possibilities of a higher 
level of tactics during street actions. A 
total of three stores out of-over fifty 
stores that were trashed shouldn't have 
been. This shows the necessity for 
educating our own people and also the 
shallowness of the ‘innocents get hurt’ 


p ssure oi s merchants 
„and driving them out as some people may 
suggest. The only reason small businesses 
are being driven off the Avenue is because 
of jacked-up rents and foreclosure of 
leases as property is eaten up by huge 
conglomerates. The vast majority of 
Stores that were trashed righteously 
deserved it in that they have been ripping 


off a community that cannot afford the 
merchandise they sell So the 
revolutionary act of looting was put into 
practice. To survive we not only lie and.

The pig is Cunha, but the issue is 
larger. All of our turf is being bought up 
by outside money-grabbers like the 
International House of Pancakes, Values 
Ine. and the others. Obviously the people 
will be ripped-off as prices rise and as 
C.J.’s is'forced up against the wall by 
outside pig invaders. 


The people are in a position to 
determine their own future in their own 
town, Projects such as C.J.'s will show the 
people that it can and will be done. The 
people will not sit on their asses and be 
raped by any of Amerika's pork-grinding 
machines, 


The same morning, the windows of 
Crocker-Citizen's were blown out by a 
small cartridge-type explosive taped to 
the windows.

The attempted firebombing of Gil 
Ashcom Autos was also a retaliatory 
action. Ashcom figures prominently in 
the Concerned Berkeley Citizens (a 
right-wing organization which circulated 
an anti-subversive petition after TDA in 
conjunction with the Berkeley Gazette). 
More recently the CBC asked Ronnie to 
declare a state of emergency in Berkeley. 

Ronnie has cooperated by sending in 
ten to twenty state “security 
investigators.” They were sent in a day 
before Bastille Day. In case you want to 
know, they drive around in biack pig cars. 
I don’t know how long the big pigs are 
planning to stay. 

The pigs were really worried Bastille 
Day. They were out in full regalia 
patrolling downtown Berkeley and Telly. 
The Fourth Platoon, the goon squad, 
baited people all day and in general acted 
in a very provocative, swinelike manner, 
They even had a helicopter on loan from 
Alameda County. Ah!! The power of the 
rumor and the myth of People’s Park 
controlled our actions. But dig this: there 
were at least eighteen cars parked at one 
time on the People's Grave. 


Block parties were banned Tuesday by 
the City Council in an attempt to create a 
schism between the black and freak 
communities. In West Berkeley, block 
parties were fairly common. This section 
of town just so happens to be where the 
black community lives.

“Joe Hill”, if it ever comes out, is a 
rip-off that should be boycotted. The 
people who are making “Joe Hill” don’t 
know the first thing about the spirit of 
Joe or the Wobblies, a group of working 
stiffs who were not just union men but 
revolutionaries. Joe was framed and 
executed in Utah in 1915 because he 
represented a threat to the established 
social order. He was an organizer among 
the lumber and construction workers in 
Utah, as well as a writer of innumerable 
revolutionary ballads. 

On Sunday July 5, I and about 25 
other Berkeley people, and about 100 
people from Sonora and adjacent areas, 
participated as extras in the shooting of 
the movie. 

It was a shocking experience but also 
an enlightening one.

spirit of Joe Hill is not dead. 

The people who are making the film, 
some Swedes who are apparently working 
for Paramount Studios, though they'll 
probably deny it, are a bunch of pigs who 
don’t give a damn about Joe Hill. All 
they’re interested in is making a lot olf 
money off his flick. The director, Bo 
Widenberg, did ELVIRA MADIGAN 
which is supposed to be pretty good. But 
you can’t get around the fact that he isa 
pig. ГИ tell you why. The extras and even 
the bus drivers that drove us to the 
filming sites were all NON-UNION. Dig 
it! Making a flick about Joe Hill and 
hiring scab labor. These people wanted us 
to work our asses off for as long as they 
wanted us to for a lousy $20. 

They took all our nice long hair and 
cut it off, despite our protests, for their 
clean, antiseptic version of Joe Hill. Thev 
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JOE HILL WILL NEVER DIE 


wanted us to jump out of railroad cars 
about 6 feet down a steep embankment 
covered with jagged rocks with a 
barbed-wire fence at the bottom. This 
was for a strike scene in which the 
vigilantes herd the strikers into railroad 
cars for hours and then chase them out, 
forcing them to return to their homes. 
There were a lot of people hurt in the 
scenes, twisted ankles, cuts, bruises, but 
Bo and his lackeys didn't give а damn. 
They were strutting around looking big 
and giving orders. They had the temerity 
to call us agitators when we tried to 
protest against the horrible conditions. 
They trie to split the Berkeley group 
from the local people, but we held 
together and demanded more bread for 
everyone. We had them shitting in their 
pants, but they finally gave us all $45 
instead of $20, just to buy us off. I think 


they even had the fuzz cruising around to 
intimidate us or just in case they pushed 
us too far. 

Two Berkeley men, Sam Goldberg and 
Willy Brandt, did a fantastic job of firing 
us all up, remembering to consult the 
people, knowing the facts and presenting 
them to all of us, and being right on top 
of the action. 

For instance, according to union 
scales, for working in dangerous 
conditions, working overtime and on a 
holiday, we all should have gotten much 
more than $45. 

This so called “low budget” rip off is a 
mockery. Be smart! Save your money. 
Show these fuckers that their arrogance is 
not endless, that there are people who 
will do something about it.

On the fourth of July in North Philadelphia, 400 Black brothers trashed 
Holmesburg Prison. 34 guards and 82 inmates were injured. No comment on how 
many were killed. 

Fighting started when the 440 inmates in cell blocks B and D were eating lunch. 
Cell blocks B and D are mostly made up of what the pigs call “detentioners.” 
Detentioners are brothers who haven’t had the bread to make bail and are waiting their 
trials. Two-thirds of the inmates at Holmesburg are “detentioners”. 

Holmesburg is a 74-year-old Chamber of Horrors. There are no windows. There are 
1200 prisoners in a structure built for 600. Only one-fifth of the inmates have prison 
jobs. The boredom is tense. Rape is as common as smack. 

A former inmate said Holmesburg was “like a plantation in the old South.” 86% of 
the inmates are black; 50% of them are Muslims. The cells are segregated. Guards do 
not allow black and white to even talk to each other. 

It’s so over-crowded at Holmesburg that there were only 
inmates at lunch. And at lunch on a hot 4th of July, a blac 
white guard.

Eldridge Cleaver and ten other American revolutionaries arrived in Pyongyang, 
North Korea, on Tuesday. х Е 

People don’t generally understand that everything which happened in Southeast 
Asia from 1945-54 was happening in Korea, too: only there the Imperialists were 
United States troops under the guise of the United Nations. All the stuff that has 
flipped us out about the Vietnamese’ ability to do incredible stuff—rebuild roads in a 
night, move anti-aircraft guns every single day, live in tunnels and caves—that all went 
down in Korea, too. 


People’s war doesn’t relate to national boundaries. 

Since they negotiated their independence, the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea has gone through and rebuilt itself from total ruin (there were only two 
buildings standing in the capital, Pyongyang, after the war) to being the second-most 
industrialized country in Asia. 

They have this idea, called Juche, which means self-reliance, and they really 
practice it. During the war, when they couldn’t depend on shipments from China and 
Russia to reach them—and when they wanted material that was specific to their 
terrain—they just sat down their scientists and said, build us a locomotive. Now, there 
are only about 10 countries in the world that build their own locomotives. But North 
Korea is one of them! Not starting with anybody’s blueprints or anything. Long live 
the victory of people's war! 


In South Korea only the rich landlords, big bourgeoisie and military flunkeys eat 
once a day. South Korea is richer than North Korea. But every North Korean eats 
rice daily. 


Juche also means helping out the brothers and sisters in struggle. North Koreans 
who came to Cuba to cut cane brought all of their own equipment so that the Cubans 
wouldn't have to pay to outfit them. In certain areas of their production they use 1/3, 
save 1/3, for when the imperialists try to invade their country again, and send 1/3 to 
Vietnam. Just the other day Sihanouk announced that he had to turn down the offer 
tf North Korean volunteers to fight in the Cambodian liberation struggle. 


How come this happened? Because, like in Cuba, Vietnam and China, the 
revolution was led by individuals who had to become part of their people in order to 
understand their needs, and to effect necessary changes through struggle. Kim Il Sung, 
ihe Premier, was the leader of guerrilla mountain band fighting against Japanese 
imperialism in Korea. Eventually he and his group merged with another group, split to 
the second group's area as leader of both, and became leader of the entire resistance 
movement. 

Naturally the Worldpigs don’t dig this much. In the last half-decade thenumber of 
attacks on North Korea, by South Korean and Amerikan troops and planes, has 
increased drastically. It appears that the heavy pigs in this struggle are going to be 
Japanese, not Amerikans. Japan has recently invested hundreds of millions of dollars 
in economic co-operation into South Korea, which is run by one of the most vicious 
dictatorships in the world. These investments have been concentrated in transportation 
land communications systems which will later be useful for invasion. 


In ‹1965 Japan (which wasn’t supposed. to. rearm after World -War-1I-at- all) 
concluded the South Korea-Japan Treaty which gave them access to Korean territory. 
Even before that they had drawn up plans for aggression against Korea; after it the 
Japanese, South Koreans and United States staged a joint military exercise. During the 
Pueblo' and EC-121 spy plane incidents when the North Koreans moved against 
Imperialist espionage work—the Japanese backed the US totally and offered Japan as a 
staging area from which to attack Korea. 


_ These military plans, for Japan to take over an increasing role from the United 
States, parallel economic plans. Under the guise of “Asian self-help,” the Japanese now 
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the east 


own vast portions of Korean wealth, such as 80% of the shipbuilding industry and 30% 
of the fibre industry. 

At home in Japan, the 600,000 Koreans are organizing and demanding rights as a 
national minority. Many of them identify with North Korea in this struggle. The 
militant Japanese student movement has understood the importance of fighting 
Japanese imperialism against Korea abroad and at home. 


The crisis appears to be coming quicker and quicker in Korea. Therefore, last 
summer a world-wide conference of journalists was held in Pyongyang, partly so that 
people would not be as blind as they had been when Vietnam began to blow. But in 
the United States—which is behind it all, and which owns Japan AND Korea—the 
movement does not understand how much the Korean people have done or how the 
confrontation is coming down there,

cambodia

“If North Vietnam also occupied this 
area (between the Mekong River and 
the Vietnam border) or the entire 
country (Cambodia), it would mean 
that South Vietnam was completely 
outflanked. And the forces of the 
Americans in this area, as well as the 
South Vietnamese, would be in an 
untenable military position.” 
—Richard Milhouse Nixon announcing 
the “this is not an invasion 
of Cambodia." 


After the biggest “allied” operation of 
the indochina War the military situation 
is just as Nixon described it in his 
paranoid fantasy of several months ago. 

How did the U.S. fuck up so bad? 
Stupidity, arrogance, racism. All that. But 
let's go back a bit to the days of 
Sihanouk. 

Prince Norodom Sihanouk struggled 
for years to maintain the borders and 
neutrality of Cambodia. Borders from 
traditional enemies: Thailand апа 


(southern) Vietnam. Neutrality to keep 
American firepower from blindly levelling 
the country. 

Sihanouk maintained power in Phnom 
Penh by balancing left and right. He had 
no organized political base but was 
popular with the people. 

To his left, the Khmer Rouge, a 
vanguard revolutionary party with the 
peasantry as a base and a small, but 
organized, following. They numbered less 
than 3,000. They criticized bureaucracy 
and corruption in the government but 
never attacked Sihanouk personally. Тоо 
popular, the Father of his country. Their 
main target: “the American stooge,” Lon 
Nol. 

То his right, General Lon Nol, a true 
pig with Cambodia's small and rather 
poor army as his power base. Lon Nol, 
prominent anti-communist and U.S. 
puppet. 

Sihanouk, poor liberal, tried to win 
over his opponents. As a result both Lon 
Nol and the ambitious Sirik-Matak were 
given positions of great power. Lon NOI, 
premier. Sirik-Matak, deputy premier. 
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Sirik-Matak dismantled Sinanouk's 
wild form of “Khmer Socialism” last 
December, but the Prince still figured 
that he was secure as chief of state. 

But on a trip to Paris, Moscow and 
Peking, Sihanouk’s balancing act came 
tumbling down. He found (like RFK and 
Clean Gene in ’68) that popularity alone 
doesn’t cut it. You need some power. 

The coup was based on racism (the 
American experience at work іп 
Southeast Asia? Or, just an Amerikan 
(CIA) teacher?). Students, soldiers, and 
even 200 Buddhist monks were “ordered 
to gather.” “In a peaceful and amiable 
mood” they followed government 
organizers to the embassy of the 
Provisional Revolutionary Government of 
South Vietnam. “While the marchers 

were encouraged to shout 

anti-Vietnamese slogans, a team of 45 

trained soldiers in civilian dress 

entered the embassy and sacked it. 

The scene was repeated a bit later at. 

the North Vietnamese embassy; and 

then the demonstrators dispersed 
peacefully.” 
—Far Eastern Economic Review 

Government radio called it a 
spontaneous upheavel of popular anger at 
Sihanouk’s good relations with the 
communists. 

By the next week, Lon Nol and his 
side-kick Sirik-Matak had Cambodia cut 
off from the outside world, deposed 
pro-Sihanouk officials, and then voted 
Sihanouk out of office. Later they 
sentenced him to death—in abstentia—for 
treason. 

Lon Nol rose to power on the 
Cambodian’s hatred of Vietnamese. Then, 
on his first day in office, he held five 
meetings with the South Vietnamese. At 
the least one of the meetings Amerikan 
advisors were present. The South 

- Vietnamese announced ARVN airstrikes 
in support of the Lon Nol clique. 

Amerika invades Cambodia. Then 
Nixon announces it to Amerika and the 
world. Forty-five minutes after the 
speech, Nixon wires Lon Nol about it. 

The U.S. announced the first day's 
box score: 

435‘enemy” dead. 

5 ARVN dead 

1 Amerikan dead. Yes, one. , 

—U.S. Government figures 
(for those who believe). 

By the end of the first week of the 
invasion, the U.S. had destroyed the 
rubber plantation region of Mimot, 

crippling the Cambodian rubber industry 
(sorry, Lon Nol). Le Monde reported 
thousands of peasants fleeing combat and 
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airstrike areas into the fungle, and, 
eventually, into Khmer Rouge units. 

Even as Lon Nol and the South 
Vietnamese were plotting their "allied" 
course, 400,000 Vietnamese civilians in 
Cambodia were suffering from the racism 
of the Lon Nol clique. 100,000 were put 
in concentration camps. Many -were 
slaughtered. Vietnamese women were 
raped by Cambodian soldiers, “ипдег 
Article 15" they said. 

But soon the tide turned. ARVN had 
more troops in Cambodia than the 
Cambodians, and they were into killing 
Cambodian civilians and looting towns. 

The historically tense border was 
redrawn by an open-ended agreement 
allowing ARVN troops to stay in 
Cambodia “until their task is completed.” 

Coordination between the Khmer 
Rouge, the NLF, the NVA and the Pathet 
Lao is making every day a crisis for Lon 
Nol. 

“Highway cut!” “River controlled!” 
“Provincial capitol seized!” “Phnom Penh 
on the verge of being cut off!” Day after 
day. 

In contrast to the pillage of the allied 
forces, the liberation forces are well 
disciplined. Says one Villager, “they even 
turned down a chicken I offered them, 
saying they carried their own food with 
them." 

A whole flock of correspondents for 
the pig press were captured by the 
liberation forces and came back digging 
the hell out of the People. Really fucked 
up the Man's propoganda trip. 

After eight weeks the Amerikans had 
io leave, due to some pressure back 
home. Nixon declared the operation to be 
а huge success! As a farewell gesture 32 
U.S. choppers and 7 aircraft were shot 
down over Cambodia in the last week 
alone! 

Amerikan Sicksess: Four northeastern 
provinces abandoned by Lon Nol to the 
liberation forces. Communist operation 
freely in two-thirds of Cambodia. 
Mobilization of the peasantry behind 
Sihanouk’s National United Front is 
proceeding swiftly. 

Amerikan Abcess: Lon Nol still holds 
Phnom Penh (the liberation forces don’t 
want it—yet. It would just be trashed by 
U.S. bombers), but tourism is stopped, no 
raw materials, foreign trade zilch, and 
inflation is on the move. Gonna need 
lotsa AID. 

Amerikan  Sucksas: The U.S. 
government can’t win in Vietnam. It can’t 
win in Laos. Now it can’t win in 
Cambodia. 

It can’t win here either. 
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We read the articles in last weeks 
Tribe, and they didn't deal with our 
problems in a very heavy way. We wanted 
to see the Tribe's women's issue push the 
papers politics to the left and give some 
understanding of the changes that we as 
women are going through to be 
revolutionaries. 

Our main oppression as white women 
in this country has been about how we've 
been made to feel about ourselves, As a 
child growing up in this country, I felt 
alienated and alone. I learned to trash 
myself off of people putting me down or 
making me feel I wasn't important 
because 1 was a woman. Later I hated 
myself for being white and being an 
american ‘cause I could see that white 
people were fucking over the Vietnamese 
and most of the other peoples in the 
world. 

For a long time I related to politics 
intellectually and didn't fit it together 
with my own oppression and alienation. 
In understanding that my being fucked 
up didn't spring from something innately 
wrong with me but about the society and 
the way we've related to each other, 1 
could start to analyze and struggle to 
change my life. Now I'm struggling to be 
the best person I can be and to make the 
revolution out of love I have and want to 
grow, out of knowing ‘cause [та white 


kid that I have a responsability to myself 
and to the people I love and to the rest of 


the people's of the world. 

It’s still very hard for me to push men. 
Not so long ago I blamed them for being 
chauvinist and macho. We have to

The man I love the most still gets 
defensive and scared, but he's trying to 
change more and more. 

At first I trashed myself and felt 
rejected off his inability to love me or to 
see me as more than a cog in an efficient 
affinity group, But as my conciosness of 
my own beauty and strength and love 
grows I understand that it’s more about 
him than те. He was so hurt and

putdown (like a lot of us white kids) that 
he couldn't admit being hurt or scared. 
He's been wearing armour about ten feet 
thick... off the ways he's been fucked 
over by this country, he's afraid to love 
me knowing I may be killed, to believe in 
himself and take concious responsability 
for what we're about and for winning. It's 
pretty painful and scary for me to

It's why we have to 
struggle so hard with each other to love 
each other. Not only be stronger for 
armed struggle but thats what life is 
about- struggling to be better and 
stronger. 

At the same time we destroy this 
country, we are building a love between 
us that’s infinite in terms of how good it 
can be and it makes me stronger and 
stronger ‘cause that’s the love we're going 


to use to build a new society. 

I'm fighting to live and that means 
fighting on the side of the Vietnamese 
and all the colored peoples of the world. 


For those of us already into рі 
sisters, let's work a little harder at 
one thing we can allow ourselves plenty 
of time to get where we're going, thereby 
avoiding the ‘fast’ lane and making it 
both easier to see and pick up hitchikers.

2. The Jews drove the British out of 
Palestine by armed struggle—a struggle 
that would do the left in this country no 
harm to study. Two terrorist 
organizaitons emerged from the shattered 
remnants of European Jewry, the Lehi 
(“Stern Gang") and the Irgun. They 
fought the British occupation army in 
Palestine with implacable determination 
and skill using assassination and sabotage 
as their principle tactics. When in 1947 
the Haganah belatedly joined the Stern 
and Irgun in armed uprising the British 
withdrew its occupation forces, supplying 
the Arabs with arms and fortificatio: 

The relationship between the British 
ard the Arabs was not too good however, 
еце to the support the Arabs gave the 
Nazis during the second world war, from 
the Grand Mufti's movement in Palestine 
to the Nazi coup in Iraq. Still the British 
did arm, train and provide “military 
advisers" to the Arabs that invaded the 
newly proclaimed state of Israel. Pasha 
Glubb led the Arab legion in a five 
country invasion which King Saud 
proclaimed to be ‘а war of 
extermination”, and the United States 
(remember that other partner in the 
Anglo-American-Sionist conspiracy) 
imposed ап. arms embargo on the 
embattled infant state. 

3. The Arab refugee problem came in 
the wake of the Arab invasion. Hundreds 
of thousands of Arabs fled the war zone. 
Fanciful propoganda exagerrating Jewish 
atrocities encouraged this exodus, The 
possibilities of return were tragically 
limited by the post-war atmosphere 
maintained by all the Arab 
governments—one of total determination 


to destroy Israel. The fact that Israel 
cannot incorporate these people within 
her national boundaries is largely due to 
the military necessities imposed by Arab 
enmity. Meanwhile the refugees were 
imprisoned in camps in squalor and 
dependence to serve as human 
propoganda for the Arab cause. 

It is a matter of historical racord that 
the 1967 expansion of Israel’s frontiers 
was (like the refugee problem) initiated 
by Arab military action. Israel has a 
civilian army and when the country is 
threatened militarily the economy comes 
to a halt. Time works inexorably a 
her from the moment of mobili 
Therefore to force Israel to mobilize is to 
force Israel to strike. 

When Egypt moved its arm 


Sinai to Israel’s border, it was simply an 
act of war. Israel secretly contacted the 
Jordanians begging them not to 


participate in the invasion. Jordan refused 
and lost the left bank of the Jordan river. 
Interestingly enough Jordan was carved 
out of the Palestinian mandate by 
England and given to the Husseins. If Al 


Fatak wants to liberate Palestine, Jordan 
would make a nice start.) 

Israel can have no security through 
any big power agreement or indirect 
negotiations. Only through a changed 
relationship with her neighbors can Israel 
hope to survive, and direct negotiations is 
the first step toward such a change. To 
this day, no Arab leader has ever agreed 
io publicly negotiate with Israel as a 
recognized and permanent member of the 
Near Eastern community. “Annihilation” 
is the most frequently used word in the 
Arab rhetoric concerning Israel, and for a 
people 


| through 


military response is the only one possible. 

Israel fits no known definition of 
imperialism. The land is relatively poor 
and without many raw materials. There is 
no labor force of natives being exploited 
for profits which go elsewhere. The great 
oil companies are all on the side of the 
Arabs simply because the Arabs have all 
the oil. American aid to Israel has been 
strongly retarded and constantly 
endangered by the Aramco-Standard Oil 
interests and only the relentless activity 
of American Jews has forced a relative 
trickle of American aid to Israel 

Most of Israel’s wealth ocialized. 
There is no enormous disparities in 
income. Arabs have full political rights 
(with the exception that they do not have 
to serve in the armed forces) and two 
Arabs sit on the Knesset in accordance 
with the Israeli system of proportional 
representation. Even more significant, 
Israel has retained a civilian government 
more than two decades of 
military cri 

The final argument that Israel serves 


imperialism by diverting the energies of 
the Arab peoples from national liberation 
is flagrant nonsense. It has been said that 
Israel must be sacrificed in the interests 
of the national liberation movement of 
the third world. You can understand 
Israel taking exception to this position. 
Jews are as much for world revolution as 
anyone else. We just think it would be 
nice to be around to see it. 

To the Jews in the movement who 
support Al Fatah, Nassar, etc. (in the 
higher interests of mankind) let me say 
that the love you give to an abstract 
humanity is stolen and withheld from 
your own people. 

The threat of genocide that hangs over 
the head of Israel gives her a moral blank 
check, and until the Arab world lifts this 
threat, Israel will fight for survival with 
moral impunity 

Israel is the last hope of cultural 
survival that the Jewish people have 
nurtured for 2000 years. Let the left, 
which owes so much to this incredible 
people, not applaud its extinction.

This letter led to a serious split in the Tribe. A majority of people voting felt that 
the paper's articles, especially the spread on the Middle E did not 
adequately represent the different viewpoints of American radicals. Particularly, 
people felt that we had not been sufficiently critical of the Palestinian revolutionaries 
and that we had not dealt with the contradictions of Israel’s role in a sensitive way, A 
minority, on the other hand, looked at this article as destructive to genuine 
revolutionary criticism and self-criticism. They thought the historical parts, while 
mostly true, were not critical to Israel's present role as a key agent of U.S. imperialism 
in the Middle East; and that the letter's refusal to differentiate Arab revolutionaries 
from reactionaries undercut its whole point and was slanderous. 

In the near future there will be more on the Middle East.
